uneasy today ? Many answers might, 
no doubt, be given to this question. 


HY are we Westerners feeling so 


that is unfamiliar as well as unpleasant. 
For more than 250 years ending in the year 
1945, the West was besieging the world. 


And now, since 1945, the tide has turned. 
Today it is the West that is having the 
novel experience of being besieged by Rus- 
sia. Im Korea. in Southeast Asia, in the 
Middle ‘East and in Europe, we Westerners 
teday are conscious of standing on the de- 
fensive against a formidably rising con- 
centric pressure. 
This experience is novel for us in the West 
in the sense that it is one that has not 
previously overtaken either our generation or 
its predecessors within living memory. But 
it is. perhaps consoling to remind ourselves 
that, on a rather longer view of past Western 
history, this state of siege turns out to have 
been the rule of Western life rather than an 
exception. The Ottoman siege of the West, 
which ended, Stalingrad-fashion, under the 
walls of Vienna in 1683, had been sustained 
for about 300 years before the Turkish tide 
at last began to ebb. 


Before that, in the thirteenth century, there 
was a Mongol siege of the West which came 
and went in a flash before our forefathers 
had had time to wake up to the deadly 
danger that had overshadowed them. Yet 
there was a moment when the European 
and Indian peninsulas of Asia were the 
only two continental fragments of the Old 
World that still stood high and dry above the 
Mongol flood; and there was a year in which, 
in England, there was a glut of herrings be- 
cause the continental fishermen and shippers 
had stayed at home to defend their wives and 
children in case the Mongols might sweep on 
from the Carpathians to the Frisian coast. 

Before that, again, there had been an Arab 
siege of the West which, by the time of its 
ebb-in the course of the tenth century, had 
been sustained for about 300 years.

THIS STATE OF SIEGE, then, has been at 
least as usual in our Western history up to 
date as our two great Western outbursts of 
aggression—the unsuccessful Crusades and 
the likewise unsuccessful modern Western at- 
tempt to conquer the globe through the con- 
quest of the ocean. ag 
The more recent and more violent of these 
two Western outbreaks began as an oceanic 
encircling movement in answer to the Otto- 
man siege of the West in the Danube Valley 
and in the Mediterranean Basin. It went on, 
virtually unopposed, for a quarter of a mil- 
lennium after the final collapse of the Turkish 
offensive in 1683. And it is only in our own 
day that it has reached its high-water mark 
and has begun to recede from it. 


Yet these two outbreaks, which have 
given us Westerners the reputation of be- 
ing habitual aggressors in the judgment of 
the great non-Western majority of mankind, 
are—so we Westerners may plausibly plead 
—merely exceptions to the normal state of 
affairs. Normally the Western World has 
been under siege by its neighbors; and, 
indeed, to have to live normally in a state 
of siege is surely the destiny of a geograph- 
feally eccentric society like ours, clinging

World. Happily our Western World has long 
since outgrown the dimensions of a Western 
Europe which you can, I admit, fairly de- 
scribe, if you choose, as being merely an 
Asiatic bridgehead.” 

Yes, happily the Western World has grown 
in size as a result of the expansion that began 
with the West European oceanic voyages of 
discovery more than 450 years ago. But in 
this connection it has to be borne in mind 
that, while the Western World has been grow- 
ing in size, its non-Western neighbors and 
rivals have been growing in like proportion, 
and this as an effect of the same Western 
technical causes. A constantly accelerating 
process of Western technological development, 
beginning with the invention of a Portuguese 
caravel and continuing at this moment in the 
invention of a British jet-plane, has resulted 
in “the annihilation of distance”; and, while 
these unprecedented Western means of com- 
munication. have made 4t possible for the 
Western World to expand out of Western 
Europe over the Americas and South Africa 
and Australia and New Zealand, they have 
also made it possible, in the stubbornly non- 
Western heartland of the inhabited world, for 
Russia to build a land-empire on the like- 
wise colossal scale of the ephemeral empire 
of the Mongols. 

As the world has grown smaller, the 
Great Powers have’ grown bigger; but, in 
these world-wide changes of scale, there - 
have been no appreciable local changes of 
‘prepertion, The Western World of 1952, 
relative to the Russian World of 1952, is 
no bigger than a pre-Columbian - Western 
World, confined to Western Europe, once 
was relative to an Ottoman Empire or, 
before that, to an Arab Caliphate.

AND NOW THE WORLD has become 
“round” for strategic and political, as well 
as for mere navigational, purposes.

Adlai Stevenson's record as Governor is one 
that his successor will do well to study with 
care. Following in the train of the most corrupt 
administration Illinois had ever seen, Mr. Ste- 
venson persuaded many able citizens to take 
posts at Springfield, preposed the removal of 


the State Highway Police and other employes © 


from the clutch of patronage politicians, and 
otherwise raised the tone and restored morale

In the first half of his administration the 
ancient constitutional road block was broken and 
last November, under the new and workable 
amending procedure, the first constitutional 
change in many years was voted at the polls, 
After eight years of stalling, a broad highway 
program went into effect.

And so the retiring Illinois Governor was 
doubtless speaking from his heart when, in his 
eighth semi-annual radio report to the people 
of his state, he said last Wednesday that his 
first ambition in 1952 had been to continue his 
work at Springfield. He accepted the draft for 
the presidential nomination with reluctance and 
in losing in November in effect lost twice. 

It would be a serious loss to the public life of 
this country if this were to be the end of the 
public career of Adlai Stevenson. His talents, his | 
integrity, his skill at analyzing and presenting 
issues are needed. This thought has been ex- 
pressed by thousands of citizens over the country 
in letters to newspapers and magazines. 

At 52 Adlai E. Stevenson is a relatively young 
man, As the titular head of the now opposition 
party he will have the opportunity to serve 
constructively if not in the seat of responsibility.

As a footnote to the Senate fight over the fili- 
buster rule, it may be pointed out that the power 
which Senator Taft displayed, if exerted with 
equal zeal and persuasiveness in behalf of civil 
rights legislation, might succeed at least in 
bringing such legislation before the Senate for 
a vote. 

Senator Taft marshalled 42 Republican votes to 
preserve the present filibuster rule.

The Hennings subcommittee which investi- 
gated Senator McCarthy did not draw many 
positive conclusions. But the conclusions that 
can be drawn by any reader of the evidence it 
brought together are quite enough. 

For example, take the fascinating story of 
the Senator’s three bank accounts, which we 
shall call A, B and C. A was his regular check- 
ing account. B was a special checking account . 
which he established in May 1950 shortly after 
he began receiving contributions for his anti- 
Communist campaign. C was a savings account 
he opened in September 1950. 

Senator McCarthy, of course, never testified 
before the Hennings subcommittee, but it seems 
beyond doubt that he used Account B to deposit 
contributions for his anti-Red campaign. Curi- 
ously, though, some of the withdrawals appear 
to have no connection with fighting Commu- 
nism, For example, was the Senator fighting 
the Reds when he drew upon Account B with a 
check to the Collector of Internal Revenue? What 
about checks drawn to “cash” at a time when 
Account A was overdrawn? 

Could it possibly be that Senator McCarthy 
recejved contributions for fighting Communism, 
and then used ‘some of them for personal ex- 
penses? The committee only asks the question. 
Anybody can draw his own conclusion. 

Then there is Account C, which was opened 
with $500 in cash and two checks, totaling 
$10,000, evidently sent the Senator by a man 
and wife who wanted to help his campaign on 
the Reds. Three weeks after opening the account, - 
McCarthy withdrew all but $500 of it. He sent 
the $10,000 to a Wisconsin friend, who used it 
for speculating in soybean futures on the Chi- 
cago market. The speculation tufned out so 
nicely that within two months the profits exceed- 
ed the original investment. McCarthy then re- 
ceived from his friend the broker’s check for 
$10,000. And did he deposit it in Account C? 
Not at all. According to the Hennings subcom- 
mittee he deposited it in his general checking 
account, which we have called A. 

Now, what conclusion would an intelligent 
reader of the subcommittee’s report draw from 
that? The evidence is not conclusive, because 
Senator McCarthy has not given his version. 
The lady who gave him one of the checks for 
Account C has not given her version, either, 
because she left for Miami “on doctor’s orders” 
just as the subcommittee investigators were 
seeking her testimony, and is now reported 
somewhere in the West Indies.

Washington Prepares for Transfer

WASHINGTON. 
Washington is like one of its own musi- 
cal streetcars—it keeps right on rolling 
tunefully along no matter who's in it.

Maybe you don’t like patent medicines, 
or disapprove of them, or even resent 
them deeply.

The matter 
has been taken to the courts and you are 
part of the captive audience and listen any- 
way, ' 

That's Washington. People in Washing- 
ton can’t vote. In Moscow the regimented 
Communists can vote “da” in elections 
(and better do it, too), but in America’s 
democratic capital the populace can’t vote. 
The people are just there to be governed.

Furthermore, a feature of the Eisenhow- 
er campaign was a reference to “Wash- 
ington” in pretty nearly every whistle stop, 
Nothing personal intended, of course, but 
the reference to “Washington” was not 
complimentary and it always aroused a 
big answering burst of derision from the 
audience—North, East, South, or West, 


America appears to distrust or dislike 
its capital city—or at least what the capital 
city politically represents to a lot of peo- 
ple. The nation likes the Washington Mon- 
ument, but not its image of the “bureau- 
crat” supposed to be sitting under it. 


_ Well, Washington just rolls along. Some- 
body at the far end of an ether wave puts 
on a new record and the Washington 
streetcar plays another tune. The citizens 
of Washington have no vote, no member 
in Congress, nobody to teply to attacks 
upon them, nobody to stand up and give 
an answer. So the streetcar keeps playing 
or telling about patent medicines and nos- 
trums, and the voteless city prepares a big 
civic reception for the new President. 


One Capital That Is Voteless 


There will be changes in Washington. 

Col. Robert R. McCormick, redoubtable 
editor of the Chicago Tribune, owns one of 
the newspapers in Washington, and bought 
it originally, avowedly, to “bring Wash- 
ington back into America.” It is odd how 
often the Washington correspondent hears 
that phrase as he rolls about the country 
with candidates. It always gets a laugh.

It appears to 
have been recaptured for America just as 
the Democrats recaptured it for America 
in 1932. He has decided to spend half of 
his time here.

MAN DESTINY” is an 

ambitious title for a 
volume as superficial in con- 
tent as it is slight in size.

Throughout, the author shows

Tn Dead of Winter

wa HE purpose of the average Missouri farm, except for the 
TT bie exten pientations in te southeatern part of the sate 
™ is to help feed mankind. This sounds like a fairly simple 
@bjective; yet carrying it out is far from simple, for the feed- 
, , ing of mankind is an end- 
| product with countless inter- 
> mediate steps. Some of 
ie these steps we participate in; 
- and especially at this season 
it seems we are feeding 
things’ from morning until 
night. But far more of 
these steps go on automati- 
cally, as they doubtless did 
when Possum Trot Farm was 
primeval wilderness, trav- 
ersed now and then by a 
band of traveling Indians or 
earlier aborigines. 

If I sent you out to walk 
over the farm and bring back 
a report of the number of 
things’ which live here, you 
would likely come back and 
say, “Well,-I counted some- 
thing Mke a hundred cows 

and calves, a dozen hens, two dogs, a house cat and a barn 
eat, two rabbits, a covey of quail and perhaps 30 birds of 
various kinds. Let’s double those wild animals and birds and 
say a total of 300.” Of course if you were a trained observer, 
the total might run a bit higher, and the better the training, 
the higher it would run.

@ THE TRUTH IS that if we were to include all the living 
things within the boundaries of Possum Trot and depending 
on it for sustenance, the number of species alone would prob- 
ably-run well over 10,000, while the count of individuals would 
be a matter of weeks of work for a corps of zoologists. Even 
to list them would be a huge task, for we'd have to start 
away down:with the protozoa which include about 20,000 
species, and work our way up through all the orders of the 
animal kingdom. .

This*is merely a reflection of 
the paper’s somewhat individual- 
istic approach to journalism, an 
approach which has little in com- 
mon with some of the accepted 
procedures of the Fourth Estate 
but which has nevertheless, won 
the paper many national and re- 
gional awards for general excel- 
lence. 

It’s an ftron-clad rule at ¢he 
Pantagraph that nothing but na- 
tional and world news gets on the 
front page. H. Clay Tate, the edi- 
tor, doubts if the rule would be 
broken for anything short of an 
atom bomb landing in the suburbs. 
The rule is partly a hangover 
from the early days before the 
telegraph and news services when 
peop'e were hungry for outside 
news. An early editor, proceeding 
on the theory that everyone in the 
town already knew all the local 
news and gossip anyway, decreed 
there was no sense using up valu- 
able space with local stories. The 
front page would be reserved for 
news people didn’t already know. 

The rule is based largely today 
on the fact that the Pantagraph 
is a regional paper. Only about a 
third of its circulation is in Bloom- 
ington, the rest being scattered 
thickly over several hundred 
square miles of Central- Illinois. 

As an illustration of how the 
rule operates, Fditor Tate recalls 
his own surprise at an incident 
that took place on his first day on 
the paper back in 1934. There 
was a sensational bank robbery in 
Chicago and the story was on 
page one in the first edition. 
Later in the day the robbers were 
reported fleeing in the direction 
of Bloomington and the story 
moved to page two. Still later the 
robbers were caught right in 
Bloomington, That made it a local 
story, so in the final edition it 
wound up on page three.

The paper 
for him in his race for 
ate, and covered the 
Douglas debates extensively, quot- 
ing Lincoln’s speeches in full and, 
despite its avowed partisanship, 
doing right well by Douglas. 

Shortly after Lincoln lost his 
race for the Senate, he was walk- 
ing disconsolately along the street 
in Bloomington when, it is re- 
corded in Benjamin. Thomas’s 
new biography of Lincoln, Jesse 
Fell, who was standing in a door- 
way, stopped him. He took Lin- 
coln by the arm and léd him to 
his brother’s law office and 
sounded him out on the idea of 
aspiring to the presidency. Lin- 
coln seemed to think there was 
no use talking about him when 
there were so many men better 
known to the whole country, 
whereas hardly anyone outside of 
Illinois knew Lincoln. Fell got 
Lincoln to write a short auto- 
hiography which he sent to a 
Philadelphia publisher. This was 
Lincoln’s first introduction to 
Eastern voters. The autobiogra- 
phy, incidentally, is still in .the 
possession of the Stevenson fam 
ily. It is considered one of the 
three most valuable Lincoln docu- 
ments in existence. 

Fell was pretty helpful at the 
national convention too. It-looked 
like Lincoln or Seward. Fell 
knew the importance of crowd 
psychology. On the eve of the 
nominating session. he and an- 
other politician had a large sup- 
ply of phony tickets printed. 
They passed them out among 
known Lincoln men, and told 
them to be at the convention 
hall early. They not only packed 
the hall, but they enlisted several 
leather-lunged boys who were in- 
structed to cut loose and start 
the noise every time the name 
of Lincoln was mentioned. There 
is little doubt that his “strategy” 
influenced history. 


As a matter of fact Fell was 
a man who felt the ends justified 
the means. Several years later 
he was trying to get a state nor- 
mal school in Bloomington. The 
only place available was a low 
prairie which was a _ regular 
swamp most of the time. On the 
day before the state committee 
was to inspect it, Fell went out 
and worked out a route, which 
followed high ground all over the 
proposed site, and marked it. The

Y the time of the 1860 

campaign, the telegraph had 

reached Bloomington but read- 
ers of the Pantagraph complained 
because there wasn’t enough wire 
news of the Lincoln campaign. 
The Pantagraph ran a front page 
notice which started out: “This 
office has not got any hundred 
dollars to pay for extra telegraph 
dispatches.” It went on to say 
they were spending all they 
could, not to mention working 
night and day, but if the people 
wanted to raise the hundred 
bucks, it would be all right, and 
the Pantagraph would even chip 
in its share. No money came in. 
No more complaints came in 
either. 

It was really William O. Davis, 
Fell’s son-in-law, who took over 
the paper in 1868, who charted 
its course and set it on the road 
to becoming the paper it is today. 
He started departments on farm, 
home and garden. In the days 
right after the Civil War, farmers 
were befuddled by the claims of 
the dozens of new makes and 
types of farm machines. So the 
Pantagraph organized a field day. 
The manufacturers were invited 
to demonstrate their machines, 
the farmers were invited to watch 
and draw their own conclusions. 
It was a great success and is still 
an annual affair.

THIS BOOKLET, describing 
175 drawings that have never vis- 
ited America before and probably 
will not come here again, should 
be particularly valuable to Ameri- 
cans who see the display. The 
publication will serve as both the 
usual record of traveling’ works 
and as an unusually effective aid 
to memory. 


Catalogues of drawing shows 
are normally more evocative of 
their originals than are books on 
paintings and sculpture, since the 
latter works’ true color and plas- 
tie quality still evade any really 
satisfactory reproduction in print.

REASONS ARE STATED wher- 
ever there are deviations from 
representations that would accord 
with relative importance of 
France’s master artists in the five 
centuries covered. Absent, for in- 
stance, are great painters who 
were only mediocre draftsmen. 
Tribute is paid twice to the 
teaching of Paul J. Sachs at Har- 
vard, where his own outstanding 
collection of French drawings is 
now in use at the Fogg museum. 
Because of his and others’ influ- 
ence and connoisseurship, a taste 
for eighteenth and nineteenth 
century drawings already has 
been gratified in this country. 
Efforts of French authorities in 
assembling the show from sev- 
eral countries, therefore, have 
been concentrated on earlier 
less well known to the 
American public. 

Fortunately, too, these rarer-in- 
America drawings are generously 
represented in the booklet now 
on sale. Oldest work to be shown, 
the anonymous “Trois Dames,” 
from the fifteenth century's first 
quarter, depicts medieval social 
customs and costumes seen no- 
where else in the display.

Bouchot-Saupique points out, that 
at least 300 drawings would have 
been necessary to preserve bal- 
ance. 

One catalogue omission, lament- 
ed -by the curator in a St. Louis 
interview, is also acknowledged 
in print—the exclusion of his- 
tories of individual drawings and 
references to them in books and 
exhibition catalogues, though this 
material had been prepared. 

Considerations of expense which 
caused this shortening of the text 
probably also precluded a minor 
reference aid that might have 
eased problems of the general 
reader. A table of the plates, ar- 
ranged alphabetically by artists’ 
names, would have. helped, since 
not everyone wishing to look up

NEW YORK, N.Y., Jan. 10. 

HE New York designers were 

seeing double when they 

created the clothes that wom- 
en will wear this spring. This 
double vision applies to multiple 
costumes, to silhouettes, to con- 
trasts between the old and the 
new, and to a radical diversion 
between the extremely svelte and 
the frou frou. 


Instead of visualizing one gar- 
ment at a time—such as a dress, 
coat, or a suit—the designers 
doubled the quantity, basing their 
collections on the theory that it 
takes at least two_parts to pro- 
duce a fashionable ensemble. The 
result'is the best job of co-ordina- 
tion in the history of American 
design, and a guarantee that no 
matter what silhouette or what 
theme is. chosen for the Easter 
parade, it is certain to have the 
right companions. 


In summing up the highlights 
of the spring trends revealed 
here during the past week dur- 
ing the twentieth semi-annual 
press week sponsored by. the New 
York Dress Institute, one is im- 
pressed with the many facets that 
provide glamuur and buying ap- 
peal. As previously noted in these 
reports, the silhouette has under- 
gone some radical changes, and 
while the shape of a garment 
seems at first to be-the most sig- 
nificant trend, a woman shopping 
for her new ‘wardrobe will find 
that the constituents of the cos- 


tume are equally as important as 
its lines. 


Although we have become ac- 
customed in recent seasons to em- 
phasis being placed upon the com- 
plete ensemble, the number of 
tricks and the amount of inge- 
nuity used to double its useful- 
ness and its appearance now 
reach a new height. Christian 
Dior, for example, has built his 
entire collection around ensem- 
bles consisting of straight loose 
coats in muted colors to match 
or contrast with the predominant 
color of a dress and provide ver- 
satile night and day costumes. 
Pauline Trigere has combined a 
slim full-length coat with match- 
ing skirt in a stunning version of 
the costume. Demi-jackets such 
as Maurice Rentner has intro- 
duced, and Karen Stark’s sashes 
that turn into shoulder capes are 
among other devices to give cos- 
tumes their individual role.

or for evening, a spring costume 
appears as a completed unit in all 
of the couture collections. Slim 
coats of sheer woolens are lined 
with printed silk that matches a 
dress. Suits are equipped with 
their own blouses, and the ma- 
jority of these are worn as Over- 
blouses. Sheer dresses of organza 
for late day and evening have 
their own equally sheer redin- 
gotes. Seven-eighth length coats 
and the briefer wedge-shaped 
ones are allied to suits in blend- 
ing tones and companion fabrics. 


The trend toward double vision 
from the standpoint of silhouette 
is seen in the contrast between 
the slim skirts for daytime,and 
the wide ones for evening. Many 
of the street skirts are so slim 
they look as if the designers were 
determined to see how much 
yardage they could save. Con- 
trary to: this is the extreme full- 
ness of airy, chiffon skirts and 
the floating silhouettes of the late 
day and evening dresses. A few 
designers have shown skirts with 
modified fullness for daytime, 
too, but the vogue of the narrow 
hem is definitely assured. 


Picturesque fashions with a 
portrait emphasis are plentiful 
and there has been such an ava- 
lanche of embroidery, beading 
and other handwork that many 
of the 1953 clothes could well be 
preserved as museum pieces. 
Along with this goes an endorse- 
ment of the ultramodern, espe- 
cially in the use of new fabrics. 
Several collections have employed 
“pellon,” the first non-woven fa- 
bric, to give a crisp shape to col- 
lars, lapels and peplums. This 
material, recently introduced in 
America after being used by the 
French Couture, is regarded as 
revolutionary among dress lin- 
ings. 

“Svelte” is a word which New 
Yorkers like to use in describing 
the new clothes but there is more 
fussiness and elaboration than 
has been seen for many years. 
Rows of shirred ribbon, for ex-

T LOOKS AS THOUGH lively times were com- 
ing to the 107-room mansion people call 
the White House. 
For a remarkable little lady, lively as 
a cricket, will move in with President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower when they come to 
Washington ‘to stay. She’s Ike’s “unsinkable” 
mother-in-law, twinkling Elivera Doud. 

“Miss Min,” as everyone calls her, is buoyant 
as a bobbing cork. She’s such a charmer that 
people flock to her like bees to honey. 

And prophets close to the Ikes say “Miss 
Min” is going to stir up more fun than anyone 
who ever lived at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. 

It looks, too, as if “Miss Min” will be a tonic 
for Ike in the serious days ahead. 

“When my head gets bumped, I bob up tike 
a cork,” she told me the other day. She added 
philosophically, “Everyone has to.” 

At 74, “Miss Min” is gray, not silver-haired; 
fits size 14; has wrists, ankles, feet slim as a 
girl’s. Alertly sixtyish in looks, her accomplish- 
ments include~-playing the harmonica and 
being the delighted “momma” of Mamie. 

Her real name is Elivera M. Carlson Doud. 


Named for Min Gump 


Hat “M” doesn’t stand for Minnie, it’s for 

Mathilda. Her younger daughter “Mike” 

borrowed “Min” straight from Andy 
Gump. 

Dependent on his wife like most men, 
Mamie’s dad, John Sheldon Doud, was forever 
calling, “Oh! Mother,” while Andy, paralleling 
real life in comic strip, hollered “Oh! Min!” 
So the nickname “Miss Min” evolved and stuck. 
Not even Mr. Doud could escape the family 
flair for nicknames. 

The last 30 years or so of his long life he was 
affectionately known as “Puppah,” baby talk 


. for Grandpa, a name pinned on him by “Little 


Icky,” the Eisenhowers’ elder son, who died 
when he was three. 

Unlike the late Mrs. David Wallace; mother 
of Mrs. Truman, a charming, old-fashioned 
lady whose presence in the White House was 
- Scarcely known, Mrs. Doud will create her own 
small whirlpool of attention. . 

It’s partly the way she says things, quickly, 
youthfully, tossing in an occasional “By 
golly;” partly the amusing twist she gives to 
almost everything she does. And “Miss Min” 
debunks herself neatly as she skims along, ad- 
mitting, when complimented on her trim fig-

Adams, equally deadpan, reached for a tele- 
gram: blank, “wired” her pleased acceptance. 

Toward the trip’s end, Kansas Senator Frank 
Carison, a close Eisenhower advisor, gave a 
farewell dinner on the train. After dinner, 
Mrs. Doud coaxed everyone to sing, singing 
right out herself, skipping from song to. song. 
Mr. Doud had a good voice too, and with friends 
they used to sing hymns for hours. 
® But it’s on the harmonica “Miss Min” can 
go to town, tootling popular tunes or through 
an amazing repertoire of old timers ranging 
from a sedate “School Days, School Days” to a 
rousing rendition of “There'll be a Hot Time 
in the Old Town Tonight.” She picked up har- 
monica playing as a child but now says rue- 
fully, “I hate to admit I play the harmonica. 
It takes a lot of wind and somehow at my age 
it doesn’t sound right.” 

“Miss Min” was married at 16. Brought up in 
strict European fashion by her parents, the

He was eight years older and “most per- 
sistent,” she recalls. So they were wed. 

Their New Orleans honeymoon must have 
been really glamorous. For last summer, when 
the Eisenhower train reached the Louisiana 
capital, “Miss Min,” touring the city, even re- 
membered the restaurants where’ they had 
dined 58 years before. 

The Douds moved twice before 1905. That 
year, they settled in Denver. 

“It’s so beautiful,” Mrs..Doud sighs. “I’m a 
real landlubber and get homesick when I’m 
away from the mountains.” 

They had four daughters: Mamie the eldest, 
“Mike” the youngest. Two middle sisters died 
in their teens. 


Drove. an ‘Electric’ 


HEN the second daughter developed 
heart trouble, the Douds decided to 
winter in the warmth of Texas. And 
that’s why Mamie Doud met Second Lieut. 
Dwight David Eisenhower in San Antonio. “We 
wintered there 30 years,” says “Miss Min.” 
“It’s my second home.” 

® John Sheldon Doud did so well in business 
that he “retired” in his early thirties. He kept 
busy with investments, though, and-daily for 
many years, his wife drove him to a down- 
town office in their electric automobile. 


,@ Long after the Douds acquired modern gaso- 


line buggies, they used “the electric” and it 
became quite a local landmark. Like most suc- 
cessful men, Mr. Doud was careful about 
money, teased his wife by refusing to shell out 
when he considered her unreasonable. . 

So, to have.cash on hand when some deli- 
cious bargain presented itself,“‘Miss Min” saved 
her household allowance and, squirrel like, hid 
small rolis of bills under the stair carpet. 

‘Her gift for gaiety made the Doud house a 
center of warm hospitality for young and old. 
Friends, acquaintances knew the Douds really 
wanted them at their house. 

They flocked for summer suppers in the gar-

HE US.S. Cusk, a Navy 

submarine, pushed her 

nose up from the choppy 

waters of the Pacific 
Ocean near here. 

Crewmen clambered onto 
the gleaming deck. Moving 
quickly, they took an object 
like a small plane out of a 
hangar on the after-deck, un- 
folded its wings and set it on a 
steel platform. 

Then they went below. 
Someone pushed a button, and 
the sub shuddered and rocked 
as if a depth-charge had been 
set off. 

@ But it was old stuff to the 
crew of the Cusk. They had just 
launched another “Loon” —a 
guided missile modeled on the 
German V-1 buzz bomb. 

@ The roar and the shaking 
were caused by the Loon’s Jato 
rockets which have 10,000 
pounds of thrust each. 

@ As the Loon rose above her 
trailing smoke plume, sensitive 
electronic instruments aboard 
the Cusk took over, guiding her 
toward her distant target. 

The Submarine Launched 


Branch of the Navy Guided 
Missiles Division has been 
practicing with Loons 7 at 
least three years. 

They won't say muth about 
what the Loon can do. It’s 
known, however, that the Ger- 
man V-1 could go more than 


200 miles at a speed of more 


than 400 miles an hour. 

The Loon herself is a modi- 
fied version of the German V-1 
missile. She totes a 2,000-Ib.
